Frauds: on n Btate School Lanas 
in Minnesota.

‘MINNEAPOLIS, Sept. 6.—State Senator 
W. 8. Dedon, a member ‘of the Senatorial 


Committee which is investigating the 
pine timber in school lands, has just re- 
turned from an extensive cruising through 
the country where the frauds are alleged 
to have been committed. Said he: 

„We are now ready with the evidence 
necessary to begin suits aggregating $500,- 
000 against the various lumber firms of 
the State. Up to date we have uncovered 
frauds. which will amount to $1,000,000. 
One firm which has cut over a section set- 
tled with the State on the basis of only 
674,000 feet. Our scale of the stumps show 
that over 7,000,000 feet were actually cut, 
and the true figure is probably 9,000,000 
feet. This is a Sample case. After it was 
cut, an employee was instructed to burn it 
over and make a clean job of it.

‘YOKOHAMA, Aug. 23.—(Correspondence 
. Associated Press, Copyright, 1894, Wired 
from San Francisco, Sept. 6.) Since the 
last dispatch of news to America, circum- 
stances have occurred which throw much 
light on the long-disputed question.as to 
which side in the war is favored: by the 
King of Korea. The lower classes in that 
country have no opinlons on political sub- 
jeets. If the middle class have any, they 
are not allowed to express them. ven the 
aristocracy have learned the necessity of 
keeping silence, jf, their views are opposed 
to those of the governing body. The only 
voice hitherto" heard has been that of the 
ministry, a corrupt oligarchy composed of 
the Mings family and their dependents, 
who. are completely ‘under the control of 
| China. It has been to their interest to 
represent that. the sovereign was heartily 
in accord with them, and, until within the 
past few weeks their assurances to this 
effect have deen ‘generally accepted as. 
true. 

The Queen, . who is u blood relation ot 
the Mings, is undoubtedly under the in- 
fluence of: ‘China, and, as she is understood 
to be greatly superior to her consort in in- 
tellect and force of character, her. power 
to impress her ideas upon him has been 
easily credited. That the Mings acted re- 
ally in the. King’ s name, and with his sanc- 
tion, was not seriously questioned up to 
the time when the Chinese diplomatic 
agent in Seoul deserted his post and left 
the court free from surveillance. Then 
the Japanese envoy received a message 
from the King's father au 
an interview could de : 


Kun, was at one period the regent ot the 
country, but through the intrigues ot the 
Mings he was depobed some ten years ago 
and condemned to a long captivity. After 
his’ liberation, he was forbidden to ap- 
proach the court, but that he kept a watch- 
ful eye upon the course of events is proved 
‘by the accuracy of his Statement aT e 
ing the sovereign. 

The Japanese envoy at once. insisted 
upon the monarch personally and 
under conditions that should enable him 
to speak. his mind without restraint. Be- 
ing denied this privilege by the royal 
advisers, he determined to present him- 
self with an armed escort, and sent for 
a detachment from the Japanese forces 
outside the city. AS this small guard 
passed by the palace, on the way to the 
envoy's residence, it was fired upon by 
Korean soldiers in the service of the 
Mings. These shots settled the fate of 
the stry. The native troops were 
dispersed with scarcely a struggle, and 
an hour later the representative of Japan 
was in: amicable conversation with the. 
sovereign, who did not hesitate to de- 
clare that he had been under coercion 
ever since the beginning of the ‘im- 
broglio with China, and that he was far 
from feeling the hostility toward Japan 
whieh his. government had publicly at- 
tributed to him. In token of his sincerity 
he had already rid himself of his late 
council, and had summoned the Tai-Won- 
Kun to assist him in seb a new ad- 
ministration. 

Before the day was over, a cabinet, made 
up of radical opponents of the Ming fac- 
tion, had been installed, with the Tai- 
Won-Kun as Prime Minister, and a com- 
mittee of seventeen was appointed to re- 
organize the administrative system and 
reform the national laws upon a basis 
recommended by Japan. Such activity and 
energy had never before been witnessed 
since the foundations. of the Korean mon- 
arch were lald. The extraordinary prompt- 
ness of the King in assenting to every | 
proposition: put forward by the Japan- 
ese envoy. might have laid him open to 
the suspicion of seeking Merely to con- 
the newcomers ai 

y by uncondition 
10 the discovery of an action on his part, 
entirely inconsistent with any secret sen- 
timent of ill-will. As soon as the out- 
going cabinet had left the palace, and 
without waiting to consult his new coun- 
cil, he called together the commanders 
of the few troops remaining at his dis- 
posal, and ordered them instantly to join 
the Japanese army, on the way to attack 
the Chinese at Asan. He was not insti- 
gated to do this by anybody. No one ex- 
pected it of him, and no one was more 
surprised than the Japanege representa- 
tive when he heard of it: 

‘To suppose that the King was actuated 
by motives of policy would be to credit 
bim with a sagacity which he certainly 
does not possess. The universal belief in 
his lack of spirit and cleverness seems to 
de well-founded. His demonstration is ex- 
plained rather as signifying bis delight at 
being relieved from an-irksome restraint, 
and his determination to “get even“ in. 
some way with the men Who had kept him 
tor. years in leading strings. But it ef- 
fectually disposes of the old stories that 
he nothing but hatred for Japan and 
would resist to the utmost every attempt 
of that empire to establish its influence 
in the peninsula. Since the day that he 
came in contact with the envoy he has 
shawn: every disposition to co-operate, 80 
far as he is able, with the movements for 
Koréa’s regeneration. When the Japanese 
army returned victorious to Seoul, bring- 
ing with them the captured armies and 
standards, he sent a deputy especially to 
welcome and congratulate them. He has 
appointed a commisioner to visit Japan and

Some of them have already been decreed 
and put in force. These are: The adop- 
tion of a new royal title which, though 
Still meaning king in English, shall carry 
with it no signification of inferiority to 


a higher monarch, as was previously the 


case; the establishment of. a ‘thorough 
diplomatic service under which ministers 
shall de sent to all treaty States; the eligi- 
bility to office of all classes, without dis- 
tinction of rank; restriction upon public 
-expenditures and periodical announcement 
of revenues and disbursements; reduction 
in the humber of national employees, ab- 


solute freedom of religion; abolition of } 


slavery, and all kinds of enforced labor; 
probibition of cruel or excessive punish- 
ments; immediate abrogation of the law 
permitting the ‘punishment of the entire 
family of a criminal, however innocent, 
and authorization of widows to remarry, 
and of all persons to sharry according to 
their choice, without parental compulsion. 
Other reforms are under consideration, and 
every citizen is permitted to offer the

‘The Japanese government has taken all 
precautions to guard Chinese residents 
against molestation or annoyance. An im- 
perial decree guaranteeing their security 
was issued early this month and orders for 
their protection have been sent all over 
the empire. In China a different state of 
things exists. The shops of merchants are 
broken open, their contents piltaged and 
the dwners beaten and maimed. From 
every port stories of robbery and violence 
are received. The outrages are not com- 
mitted upon private citizens alone. When 
the Japanese Consul at Tien-Tsin {left 
that tawn, he embarked with his family 
upon a British steamer for Shanghai. This 
ship was invaded, not by a 1 but by a 
force of Chinese soldiers. 

These seized not only the men of the 
party, but also the ladies and their male 
attendants, and carried them and their 
baggage to their barracks, some distance 
way, where they were detained all night. 
The ladies were roughly handled, orna- 
ments being torn from their hair. No ex- 
planation or excuse was given, when the 


victims were released, nor were the valu- 


ables restored. It is due ‘to the Viceroy, 
Li Hung-Chang, to say that, on learning 
the facts fram the United States Minister, 
to whom Japanese interests in China are 
at present confided, he declared his regret 
and promised that restitution should be 
made and punishment inflicted on the ag- 
gressors. It is supposed that he was 
partly influenced by the representatives 
of the Chinese envoy lately in Tokio, who, 
before quitting his post, telegraphed to 


Peking an account of the measures taken 


by the Japanese government tor the pro- 
tection of Chinese. 

In accordance with Chinese offibial usage, 
the diplomatic agent, Yuan, who igh last 


try allows great latitude to every incum- 
bent, but his responsibility is as extreme 
as his privileges, and if he fails to satisfy 
his superiors, he is doomed. Dven if he 
faithfully follows instructions, and evil 
consequences ensue, he is often made a 
scapegoat, to saye those above him from 
destruction. In this case, Yuan was merely 
the mouthpiece of Li-Hung-Chang. Every 
step taken by him was in pursuance of the 
viceroy’s commands. But when che catag- 
trophe came, and Yuan took refuge in 
Tien-Tsin, all the blame was thrown upon 
his shoulders. For two weeks his place of 
concealment was unknown, and yesterday 
a report of his death was circulated, pre- 
sumably due to suicide. 

Even the great viceroy, the foremost 
subject of the empire, has not escaped ac- 
countability for the capture of one Chi- 
nese ship et war, and the abandonment of 
another, in the fight near Asan. He has 
been deprived of one of his highest deco- 
rations, and commissioners have been sent 
by the Tsung-Li-Yamen to watch his pro- 
ceedings and report to the central govern- 
ment.. This last step is believed to have 
been taken in consequence of Li's tardiness 
in forwarding bad news to the capital. 
Though the sea-fight took place July- 25. 
he sent no report of it till August 17, and 
then said nothing about the loss of the 
warshi unting only the sinking: of 
the Kow-Shiing, with a large number of 
troops. In spite of Li's prestige and rank, 
he is Hable to capital punishment if the 
Chinese forces undergo many disasters.

the degraded people, endeavoring to teach 
them by example, as well as precept, the 
principles of cleanliness and right living. 
Since then the work has grown to vast 
proportions,

beginning. in that line. The old part of 
the city, or Sonoratown,“ as it is called,
